The said Board shall cause to be kept a fair and full record of Its proceedings and de- 
cisions, and shall cause the same to be signed officially by the President and the Secretary, 
and file said record In the office of the State Auditor on Its adjovirnment. As soon as said 
record Is filed with the State Auditor, he shall furnish a copy of the same, duly certified, 
under seal of his office, to the State Printer for publication; and said State Printer shall 
publish five hundred copies of the same In the usual style and at the same rates now pro- 
vided by law for the publication of the Journals of the General Assembly; and said pub- 
lished copy of the record of the proceedings and decisions of said Board shall be received 
in all courts of this State as evidence of the action of said Board. Said printed copies shall be 
disposed of as follows : Two hundred copies shall be delivered to the Secretary of State for 
the use of the members and officers of said Board, and the remaining three hundred copies 
shall be for general distribution. In the same manner as Is now or may hereafter be pro- 
vided by law for the distribution of the laws and Journals of the General Assembly. The 
cost of printing and distributing the same shall be paid for out of the appropriation for the 
contingent expenses of said Board.

Whereas, In the case of the Adams Express Gompany vs. Ohio, 166 U. S. Rep., p. 185, 
the Federal Supreme Court decided : **That In the complex civilization of to-day a larj^e 
portion of the wealth of a community consists of intangible property and there Is nothing 
In the nature of things or in the limitations of Federal Constitution which restrains a state 
from taxing such Intanglhle property at its real value. And whenever separate articles of 
tangible property are Joined together, not simply by a unity of ownership, but in a unity of 
use, there is not unfrequently developed a property. Intangible though it may be, which In 
value exceeds the aggregate of the value of the separate pieces of tangible property. 

*'And whatever property is worth for the purposes of income and sale, it is worth for 
the purpose of taxation; and that the capital stock of a corporation and the shares in a 
Joint stock company represent not only its tangible property, but also its intangible prop- 
erty, including therein all corporate franchises and all contracts, privileges and good will 
of the concern. And when, as In the case of telegraph companies, the tangible property of 
the corporation Is scattered through different states by means of which Its business is 
transacted in each, the situs of this intangible property Is not simply where its home office 
is, but is distributed whenever its tangible property is located and its work Is done; ** and 

Whereas, Section 2 of article 10 of the Constitution of Missouri of 1876, provides, **the 
power to tax corporations and corporate property shall not be surrendered or suspended by 
act of the General Assembly." 

Whereas, Section 4 of article 10 of the Constitution of Missouri provides * 'all prop- 
erty subject to taxation shall be taxed in proportion to its value;*' and 

Whereas, Section 7503, R. 8. of Missouri, 1889, provides as follows: "For the support 
of the government of the State, the payment of the public debt, and the advancement of 
the public interest, taxes shajl be levied on all property, real and personal, except as 
stated In the next section;" and 

. Whereas, section 7504, R. S. of Missouri, 1899, contains the only exeniption from taxa- 
tion to be found in the laws of the State of Missouri, which Is as follows, to wit: **The 
following subjects are exempt from taxation : First, all persons belonging to the army of 
the United States; second, lands and lots, public buildings and structures with their fur- 
niture and equipments, belonging to the United States; third, lands and other property 
belonging to this State; fourth, lands and other property belonging to any city, county or 
other municipal corporation In this State, including market-houses, town halls and other 
public structures with their furniture and equipments, and all public squares and lots kept 
open for health, use or ornament; fifth, lands or lots of ground granted by the United 
States or this State to any county, city or town, village or township, for the purpose of ed- 
ucation, until disposed of to individuals by sale or lease; sixth, lots in Incorporated cities 
or towns, or within one mile of the limits of any such city or town, to the extent of one 
acre, and lots one mile or more distant from such cities or towns to the extent of five 
acres, with the buildings thereon, when the same are used exclusively for religious wor- 
ship, for schools or for purposes purely charitable, shall be exempted from taxation for 
State, county or local purposes;" and 

Whereas, Section 7510, R. S. of Missouri, 1889, defines the term * 'property" as follows, 
to wit : * 'The term property, wherever used in this chapter (referring to chapter on taxa- 
tion and revenue), shall be held to mean and include every tangible or intangible thing be- 
ing the subject of ownership, whether animate or inanimate, real or personal;" and 

Whereas, Section 7755, R. S. of Missouri, 1889, relating to taxation of bridges, tele- 
graph and express franchises, provides : ' 'AH bridges over streams In this State, or over 
streams dividing this State from other states, owned by Joint stock companies, and all such 
bridges where a toll is charged for crossing the same, which are now constructed, which 
are In course of construction or which shall hereafter be constructed, and all property, reaj 
and personal, including the franchises owned by telegraph and express companies, shall be subject 
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to taxation for State, county, municipal and other local purposes to the same extent as the 
propertyof private persons, and taxes levied thereon shall be levied and collected In the 
fiame manner as is now or may hereafter be provided by law for the taxation of railroad 
property In this State; and county courts and county boards of equalization are hereby re- 
quired to perform the same duties and are given the same powers in the assessing, equaliz- 
ing and adjusting the taxes on the property set forth in this section, as the said courts and 
board of equalization have, or may hereafter be empowered with, in the assessing, equal- 
izing and adjusting the taxes on railroad property;" and 

Whereas, The market value of the property owned and controlled by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company in May, 1897, as shown by the market quotations of its stocks 
and bonds, together with its surplus, amounted to $140,137,632; and 

Whereas, The number of miles of poles and cables in the entire system in 1897 was 
190,614; and 

Whereas, The records of this Board show that the number of miles of poles of said 
Western Union Telegraph Company in Missouri in 1897 was 6,181.91, making the mileage of 
poles In Missouri 3.248 per cent of the total miles of poles in the entire system; and 

Whereas, Distributing the total taxable value according to the amount of its property 
In Missouri, as compared with the entire property of said company, the amount or property 
taxable in Missouri would be 3.243 per cent of the entire value of the property of said com- 
pany or $4,544,663 of taxable property In the State of Missouri; wherefore, be it 

Resoltud by the State Board of Equalization of the State of Missouri, That in arriving at the 
basis of the estimate of the value of the property of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
In Missouri, that this Board has considered the cost of the construction and equipment of 
the said lines, the market value of the stocks and bonds, and another matters ascertainable 
by said Board appertaining to the value of said property that would assist the Board in ar- 
riving at the true value of the said property; wherefore, be it 

Resolved by the State Board of Equalization of the State of Missouri, That the property of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company in the State of Missouri be assessed at $1,817,865.20, and 
that the same be distributed to the various counties in the State in the usual method adopted 
t)y this Board, which would make an assessment per mile of $294.06 in the counties of the 
State.

And, Whereas, Section 2 of article 10 of theConstltutlonof Missouri, 1875, provides: 
••The power to tax corporations and corporate property shall not be surrendered nor sus- 
pended by act of the General Assembly;" and 

Whereas, Section 4 of article 10 of the Constitution of Missouri, provides: ••All prop- 
erty subject to taxation shall be taxed In proportion to Its value;'* and 

Whereas, Section 7508, B. S. of Missouri, 1889, relating the revenue and taxation, pro-
